It is a new thing for the farmer to receive 
criticism for unpatriotic conduct and very likely 
much of it ought to be modified for purposes of 
fairness, but the farmers as a class have exposed 
themselves tu reproach and reproach is growing 
bitter. : — | 

With justice some of the bitterness ought to be 
directed. against the political opportunists and 
office seekers who have created a preferred caste 
in the United States. Farming interests consti- | 
tute a caste which has been given exemption from 
some obligations imposed on citizenship generally. 
The “farmer vote” has assumed sacrosanct im- 
portance. The idea prevails that this vote, which 
may any year be blindly enraged by weather con- 
ditions, may not, with safety, be vexed by legis- | 
lation to which the country generally submits. 

By exemption the caste is created as thoroughly 
as if by foyal order or by inheritance of ances- 
tral rights.

THE COAL STRIKE. 

We have no problem that is more acute than 
that of labor; it enters into every war activity 
and it has become a very real menace to our 
national security. The government’s attempts to 
meet the problem have so far been largely tenta- 
tive, and we are now suffering in Illinois because 
no comprehensive solution has been achieved. 
Mr. Garfield, the fuel administrator, warns the 
miners that they will have to go back to work 
before he will give a decision with respect to 
their wage demands, intimating that the overn- 
ment will take over the mines and force them to 
work if they refuse to accede.

in preventing any stoppage of industry.

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FLY-SWATTING SEASON 


HERE. 

HIS is the season for a profitable 

fly campaign. Flies cannot live 

out of doors now. The cool 

nights numb and chill them. 
and myriads of them die off. If 
the females lay, the eggs either 
do not hatch or else they are slow in 
doing so. Few flies are bred in the cool- 
er season, and of the adults few sur- 
vive outside of those that get into the 
houses. 

Fly swatting in hot weather is dis- 
couraging work because all out doors 
is swarming with files. Small house 
campaigns do not get anywhere because 
this outside host is an inexhaustible res- 
ervoilr. When one runs a home fly 
swatting campaign in October he knows 
that he does not have this outside host 
to contend with. Dvery fly living in 
the open tries to get into the house, 
tries to get where the wideawake house- 
keeper can swat conveniently and ef- 
fectively. . x 

A further reason for fly killing at this 
season is the fact that the females that 
are to prevent extermination of the race 
are laying up in the warm places for 
the winter. A little while ago when the 
weather was warmer they were out of 
doors. A little while later than. now, 
when the weather is colder, they will be 
in dark, inaccessible corners. Now is 
the accepted time.

Fiy swatting gets one somewhere now 


that the filles are fewer. Fly. traps are 


only fairly successful. They work best 
where files are numerous. It seems that 
files do not care to patronize traps ex- 
cept under the enthusiasm, example, and 
contagion of the mob spirit. Sticky 
fly paper works fairly well. 

Formalin water is a safe fly catcher. 
To use it add 3 per cent of formalin to 
sweetened milk. Expose the mixture in 
a soup plate in the center of which is a 
small piece of bread. Formalin water 
will not attract flies if any other water 
is exposed in a room. 

In placing sticky fly paper, traps, and 
formalin it is well to know that in cold 
weather files are disposed to keep away 
from windows. At night they like te 
sleep on cords or other objects hung 
from the ceiling. 5 

At the beginning of the anti-fly move- 
ment there was not much proof that 
flies spread disease. They were re- 
garded as a-nuisance, health officers 
condemned them and the people took 
thelr word for it. Now there is excellent 
proof that files spread typhoid. The 
proof stands the closest scientific scru- 
tiny. 

In addition, it seems reasonably cer- 
tain that files spread summer diarrhoeas 
in babies. And now the army sanita- 
rians are accusing files of spreading 
ameba which causes camp dysentery 
and perhaps even other diseases. As to 
these the verdict must probably rest 
“guilty but not proven.”

| WAR TO BENEFIT 


HEALTH OF-U. S 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 48.—[Special.] 
~That the European war and America’s 
participation in it will result in a great 
increase in public health work and that 
returning American soldiers, trained in 


sanitation and hygiene, will be a potent 
political and healthful force in the coun- 
try were conclusions advanced by Dr. 
W. A. Evans of Chicago, president of the 
American Public Health association, in 
addressing the forty-fifth annual meeting 
of the association here tonight. 

To aid in restricting disease in the 
American army Dr. Evans recommended 
the creation of a comfort branch of the 
army to codperate with the medical and 
sanitary officers, with at least one com- 
fort officer attached to each command. 


Neglect in Diseases. 
Dr. Evans discussed at length certain 
diseases that have heretofore been much 
neglected, particularly venereal diseases, 
mumps, measles, meningitis, and pneu- 
monia. 
Each of these is a source of great 
disability and damage to military com- 
mands,” he said, “especially in train- 
ing; and so far as control is concerned 
each is neglected by local and state 
health departments.” 

In directing attention to certain dis- 
eases of respiratory organs and to ve- 
nereal diseases, Dr. Evans pointed to a 
new field of possibility in preventive 
medicine. He said that after the Mexi- . 
can border experience last year measles, 
for example, may be regarded as a thor- 
oughly preventable and controllable dis- 
ease, and even went so far as to ap- 
prove a court-martial for a medical of- 
ficer who should permit an epidemic of 
measles to develop in his command. 


Urges Comfort Officer. | 

After a technical discussion of these 
diseases Dr. Evans made a specific rec- 
ommendation for the prevention of these 
and other respiratory diseases. His plan 
‘involves the appointment of a comfort 
officer for each command, whose duty 
will be to look after certain hygienic 
measures ‘for the prevention of these 
common diseases. 

The great problem of military med- 
cal authorities in the wars for the last 
quarter century has been to improve san- 
itation,” he said, Just as we are get- 
ting sanitation on a satisfactory plane 
the need for it is in great part removed 
by the general use of typhoid and para- 
typhoid vaccines. The Japanese rightly 
claim more credit for their low enteric 
rates in the Russo-Japanese war where 
they did not use vaccines than is due to 
the sanitation of the present armies 
whose low rates are in greater part due 
to vaccines, 


Know Good Sanitation. 

“It is plain that our troops in train- 
ing will not suffer greatly from poor 
sanitation.
